Gets Key to City and Leaves to 
Visit Father’s Kentucky Home 
and Attend Derby. 


“I just came over to see Barney 
on the job,” said the Governor, 
with reference to the Mayor.. The 


Governor stayed overnight in St. 
Louis, and was to leave today for 
Kentucky. He will visit his father’s 
old home at Richmond, Ky., and 
then go to the Derby at Louisville. 
He was accompanied by his secre- 
tary, Sam Hargus, 

Mayor Dickmann invited the Gov- 
ernor to call on him. Park told re- 
porters he had read about the ex- 
cellent appoinments of city officials 
made by Dickmann. The Mayor 
called City Counselor Hay and the 
members of the Board of Public 
Service to meet the Governor. 


An eight-inch gilded key to the 
city was presented to Park by the 
Mayor. The Governor wanted to 
leave it after formal-‘ acceptance 
but the Mayor said he was not an 
Indian giver, so Park kept it. Re- 
calling Park’s vote here, some one 
in the gathering suggested Park 
had received the key to St. Louis 
last November. “What am I sup- 
posed to do with this key?” asked 
Park, jocularly. “Give it to Mr. 
Pendergast?” Support of Park by 
“Boss” Tom Pendergast of Kansas 
City was a campaign issuc. 

Asked by a reporter whether ne 
had decided to approve or veto the 
Buford bill, which would abolish 
the present Public Service Com- 
mission and substitute a Com- 
merce Commission, Gov. Park said: 
“T haven’t read it yet. I will read 
it after my vacation. I don’t know 
what I'll do about it.”

He is a friend of Dickmann, who 
resigned recently as president of 
the Real Estate Exchange. 

A dinner in honor of Nelson was 
given by the exchange at Hotel 
Jefferson last night. Dickmann, 
who attended, asked. the exchange 
to appoint a committee of five 
members versed in appraising 
property to pass on qualifications 
of district deputy assessors to be 
appointed by Assessor Coale. The 
Mayor similarly has enlisted advice 
of groups of physicians and en- 
gineers in selecting men for pro- 
fessional positions. 

Nelson plans to return soon to 
confer with Coale about assess- 
ments.

Britain is keeping up her cam- 
paign to corner markets despite 
Prime Minister MacDonald’s inten- 
tion, reported from the Berengaria, 
of asking the Cabinet to approve 
the United States proposal for a 
world “tariff and economic truce” 
which will be made when the world 
conference opens and to last at 
least until the conference adjourns. 

Will Have Little Effect. 

The Prime Minister is aware of 
and has approved the tariff nego- 
tiations of president of the Board 
of Trade Walter Runciman. So 
far as acceptance of the United 
States truce proposal is concerned, 
observers believe it would have lit- 
tle effect on the British plan of ac- 
tion. By the time the United States 
proposal could be made effective, 
Engiand’s present trade plans will

The Agreement With Argentina. 

The official announcement of the 
treaty states: 

“At present, a sum of not less 

than 10,000,000 pounds sterling (al- 
most $400,000,000) is frozen in Ar- 
gentipa owing to financial difficul- 
ties and consequent exchange re- 
strictions. 
‘ “The Argentine Government un- 
dertakes that the full amount of 
sterling exchange arising from the 
sale of Argentine products in the 
United Kingdom, after reduction of 
a reasonable sum annually toward 
the service of the Argentine Re- 
public’s external debts payable in 
other countries, will be made avail- 
able to meet the current require- 
ments of the United Kingdom. 

“The Argentine Government will 
also set aside during 1933 sterling 
equivalent to 12,000,000 paper pesos 
($4,215,000), out of which cash pay- 
ment will be provided to holders 
of frozen balances. 


“Larger frozen balances are to be 
dealt with by means of a funding 
scheme under which the Argentine 
Government will offer to issue ster- 
ling bonds in exchange for frozen 
pesos. 

“Details of the scheme are to be 
discussed between Argentinians and 
a committee representing the hold- 
ers of the balances concerned.” 
The Cabinet was summoned to 
Downing street unexpectedly this 
morning owing to “the pressure of 
domestic business.” A revolt against 
the Government by tariff diehards, 
it was believed in some political 
circles, had alarmed National Gov- 
ernment leaders to the extent of 
summoning the Cabinet. The meet- 
ing, it was believed, was for the 
adoption of a policy which will re- 
sult in a vote of confidence if the 
critics of the trade agreements with 
Argentina, Denmark and Germany 
start their bombardment of the

ARGENTINE’S STATE OF SIEGE

Congress Reassembles; President 
Justo Confident of Popular 
Support. 

BUENOS AIRES, May 3.—Pres- 
ident Augustin P. Justo yesterday 
issued a decree lifting the state of 
siege which has been in force 
throughout the country since Dec. 
19, 1932, as the result of radical 
plots. 

The Justo administration will 
give Argentina the second try in 15 
months at normal government when 
Congress reassembles today. It was 
dissolved last December upon the 
suspension of constitutional guar- 
antees. 

In commenting upon the lifting 
of the state of siege, the President 
said that although the Government 
was aware of subversive machina- 
tions still afoot, he was confident 
of congressional, popular and mili- 
tary support, rendering a continu- 
ance of the extraordinary measures 
unnecessary.

U. S. DELEGATION IS ON WAY 
TO GENEVA PARLEY ON WHEAT 


Group Meets for First Time on 
Ship; Conference With . Argen- 
tina, Australia and Canada. 


NEW YORK, May 3. — The 
United States delegation to a wheat 
conference at Geneva preliminary 
to the international economic con- 
ference to be held at London in 
June, sailed on the Bremen today. 

Members of the delegation, who 
met each other \for the first time 
on the ship, were Henry Morgen- 
thau Sr. of New York, former Am- 
bassador to Turkey; Frederick E. 
Murphy, Minneapolis publisher and 
farm authority, and George C. Haas 
of Washington, economist of the 
Federal Farm Board. 

They will confer May 10 at Gen- 
eva with representatives from Ar- 
gentina, Australia and Canada. 

Their purpose, as Morgenthau 
put it, will be “to conduct a pre- 
liminary study of the wheat prob- 
lem to be followed by a broader 
discussion among all the wheat im- 
porting and exporting nations with 
a view to preparing for full treat- 
ment of the suoject by the London 
conference.” 

The delegates said no _ specific 
proposal for dealing with the prob- 
lem of overproduction of wheat had 
been advanced so faras they knew.

Senior Chicago Federal Jurist, 66, 
Says He “Feels the Ravages 
of Time.”

Judge George A. Carpenter resigned 
today. He is the senior Judge of 
the Federal Court of this district.

From the Nation. 


HE Power Trust has lost its first major 

battle in its campaign to dominate the 
national economy. It is now about to be 
} driven from its second line of defense. 

The first battle was fought over water 
power sites. If the trust could obtain a 
monopoly on these, especially the larger ones 
at Muscle Shoals, Boulder Dam, etc., £ 
could create a stper-power system coverint 
the entire country. This would give the 
trust unbounded économic power, for the 
users of eléctricity would be, save for the 
largely unimportant regulation of state gov- 
ernments, completely at the mercy of the 
utility companies. The super-power system 
would reduce production costs énormously, 
for obviously it is much cheaper to let na- 
ture do the generating than to produée elec- 
tricity in steam plants.. At the same time, 
rates to consumérs would remain more or 
less fixed, state regulation being what it is 

Can anyone doubt that, with the creation 
of such a system, the trust would continue 
to pocket its unconscionably huge profits? 
Happily for the public, the trust has lost 
this first battle. The most important power 
sites are in the hands of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, though the trust tried desperately 
te block the Boulder Dam project and 
sought to capture Muscle Shoals under the 
pretense of having a private company op- 
érate it for the purpose of producing ¢om- 
mercial fertilisers. 

In some states, notably Washington, the 
trust has also been beaten back. Thanks 
largely to the relentless campaign of Homer 
T. Bone, now a member of the United States 
Senate, the State of Washington has re- 
acquired every. water power site within its 
territory. But the trust was far from de 
feated. It felt it could still reach its goal 
if it could prevent the Federal and state 
governments from distributing the electrici- 
ty they produced.

Thus began the second battle, a at 
for control of transmission Mines. If th 
trust owned and controlled the transmission 
lines, the Government would be compelled 
to sell its electricity to the utility monepoly, 
for in no othér way could the é ty be 
distributed to the ultimate consumers. Ob- 
viously, the trust would buy only on ite own 
terms. But if the Government owned the 
lines, or parallel lines, the tables wotlld be 
turned. The utilities could then buy ¢léc- 
tricity only on such term’ and such festric- 
tions as the Government chose to lay do 

It was becatise the original Norrie big 
provided for Government ownership @ 
transmission linés as well as Government 
operation of the Muscle Shoals plant that 
Herbert Hoover vetoed it. And it is prédcis® 
ly this provision in the Tennessee Valley 
bill that is now being eo bitterly attacked 
by the Power Trust and its allies in Wall 
Street and in the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, 

The Norris-McSwain bill, sponsored by the 
Roosévelt administration, will give the Gov- 
ernment almost complete contro) over the 
power industry in the Southeast. No gréat- 
er or more effective authority to regulate 
the utilities was ever given to @ govérn- 
mental agency. Under the Tennessee Var 
ley Act, the Government could gay to the 
Power Trust that it must reform or bé 
Smashed. But the act would be meaning’ 
less and worthless if that part which &t- 
thorizés the construction of transmission 
lines by the Tennessee Valley Authority 
Were modified or deleted.

Seasons and Diseases 


HE influence of climate and sea- 

son upon the prevalence of vari- 

ous diseases was among the 
earliest observations made in the 
field of medicine. 

In recent years the subject of sea- 
sonal variation in infectious dis- 
eases has been given careful study. 

The result of these studies has re- 
vealed a world-wide relationship be- 
tween season and certain diseases. 
Thus, it was found that such dis- 
eases as scariet fever, diphtheria, 
tonsillitis and acute rheumatic 
fevér, increase during the autumn, 
usually reaching a maximum in No- 
vember, and then drop somewhat in 
the month of December. There is 
a second peak of prevalence of 
these diseases in January and then 
a decline, reaching the lowest point 
in July. 

Broncho-pneumonia, bronchitis 
and influenza are decidedly preva- 
lent in January and February, and 
fall to the low point in August. 

During. the winter and spring 
months too, cérebro-spinal menin- 
gitis and encephalitis are prevalent. 

In the summer time and during 
autumn, the principal epidemic dis- 
easés are diarrhea, typhoid, and in- 
fantile paralysis. Measles and 
whooping-cough, two important in- 
fectious diseases, show no regular 
seasonal fluctuations, but in measles 
there is always a depression in 
prevalence during the month of 
September. 

Some have maintained that the 
individual’s body becomes weak- 
ened during certain periods of the 
year and hence he is more suscep- 
tible to infection. Thus, it has been 
shown that the average individual's 
quantity of hemoglobin and the 
number of his red blood corpuscles, 
are at a-minimum during the month 
of January and at a maximum dur 
ing the month of July. 

These observations have led: to 
the suggestion that securing more 
sunlight during “the dark period” 
and getting out of doors ‘into the 
open air as much as possible in 
winter, would contribute toward 
minimizing the prevalence and the 
seriousness of some of the diseases 
that the prevalent during these sea-
